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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to the Kazutaka reference, the 
Applicant assets that Kazutaka does not disclose or suggest "the first bars evenly spaced out on a skewed surface, and substantially 
extended as circle psudo-involutes about the central hub," as the drawings of Kazutaka cannot be assumed to be drawn to scale. The 
examiner respectfully disagrees. 

An English translation of the Kazutaka reference has been provided, and after a careful review of the translation, the reference does not 
teach away from the bars being evenly spaced out on the skewed surface and substantially extended as circle pseudo-involutes. Further, 
Figures 1 and 2 show the bars (3) as being equidistant along an adjacent line, and evenly spaced on the surface. Therefore, it is the 
examiner's position that the first ring of bars are evenly spaced and substantially extend as circle pseudo-involutes, and the rejections of 
Claims 7, 9, and 1 1-13 are maintained.
